Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1952,  which  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of 
Health  Circular  No.  42/51. 

The  health  of  the  district  remains  good.  Once  again  there 
have  been  no  cases  of  diphtheria  and  it  is  now  more  than  6^  years 
since  the  last  case  occurred. 

The  whooping  cough  immunisation  campaign,  which  was 
commenced  in  1951,  was  intensified  in  August,  1952,  when  the 
county  scheme  for  the  whole  of  Surrey  was  implemented.  Not 
only  have  the  results  proved  promising,  but  this  campaign  has 
had  a beneficial  effect  on  the  diphtheria  immunisation  campaign, 
as  the  prophylactic  material  most  commonly  asked  for  gives  com- 
bined protection  against  both  whooping  cough  and  diphtheria. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  members  of  the  Council  for 
their  advice  and  support  throughout  the  year  and  the  staff  for  its 
keen  co-operation.

During  the  year  685  live  births  were  registered,  this  being  14  more  than 
last  year's  total.  The  rate  per  1.000  population  was  12.9  compared  with  the 
rate  of  15.3  for  England  and  Wales. 

Of  the  total  number  24  or  3.5%  were  illegitimate. 


DEATHS 

During  the  year  566  deaths  were  registered,  being  39  less  than  in  1951. 
The  death  rate  was  10.4  per  1.000  compared  with  the  rate  of  11.3  for 
England  and  Wales.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  17.5  per  1.000  live 
births  and  compares  with  the  rate  of  27.6  for  England  and  Wales.

NOTIFICATIONS  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE,  1952 
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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES 

Scarlet  Fever. — The  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified 
during  the  year  was  107.  This  is  a rate  of  2.08  per  1,000 
population.  All  the  cases  were  very  mild  and  there  were  no 
deaths;  89  cases  were  treated  at  home  and  18  cases  were  removed 
to  hospital.  Nine  families  had  two  cases  each;  the  rest  were  single 
cases  in  a family. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. — There  were  four  cases  of  poliomyelitis — 
two  paralytic  and  two  non-paralytic. 

Diphtheria. — Once  again  it  is  very  satisfactory  to  report  that 
no  case  of  diphtheria  was  reported  during  the  year.  The 
immunisation  campaign  is  being  continued  energetically  with  the 
full  co-operation  of  the  medical  practitioners  in  the  district.

Measles. — Measles  has  been  less  prevalent  during  the  year,  a 
total  of  194  cases  being  notified.  The  majority  of  the  cases 
occurred  in  Claygate  and  Hinchley  Wood. 

One  request  was  received  from  a practitioner  for  prophylatic 
serum.  This  serum  is  of  value  in  protecting  very  young  or  delicate 
contacts  against  the  disease. 


Whooping  Cough  — The  number  of  notified  cases  of  whooping 
cough  was  84. 

The  immunisation  campaign  against  whooping  cough,  which 
was  commenced  in  1951,  was  intensified  in  August,  1952,  when 
the  county  scheme  for  the  whole  of  Surrey  was  implemented. 
Whooping  cough  is  one  of  the  most  serious  diseases  of  childhood 
and  mothers  appreciate  the  facilities  for  immunisation  which  are 
available.  Fortunately,  the  whooping  cough  immunisation 
campaign  has  had  a beneficial  effect  on  the  diphtheria  immunisa- 
tion campaign,  because  the  prophylactic  material  most  commonly 
used  gives  combined  protection  against  both  whooping  cough  and 
diphtheria.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  whooping  cough  immunisation 
will  prove  as  effective  as  immunisation  against  diphtheria  has 
proved.

Dysentery. — The  45  cases  of  dysentery  were  of  the  mild  Sonne 
type.  All  the  cases  occurred  in  the  first  half  of  the  year.

The  number  of  cases  of  food  poisoning  was  7.  Salmonella 
organisms  were  identified  in  5 of  these  cases  and  staphylococci 
in  the  other  2. 

Scabies. — During  1952,  9 persons  from  4 families  received  treat- 
ment. Of  these,  7 persons  showed  definite  lesions,  the  remainder 
being  contacts  in  the  same  families. 

Verminous  Conditions. — Twenty-four  cases  of  infestation  by  the 
head  louse  from  13  families  were  referred  to  the  Department  from 
various  sources  and  were  treated  by  the  Public  Health  Nurse.

cases  discharged  from  the  isolation  hospitals  and  various  other 
useful  functions.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

1.  Water. — The  water  supply  provided  by  the  Metropolitan 
Water  Board  and  the  East  Surrey  Water  Company  in  the  Northern 
and  Southern  parts  of  the  district  respectively  has  remained  above 
suspicion. 

The  regular  inspection  and  sampling  of  wells  in  use  in  the  rural 
parts  of  the  district  was  continued,  and  nine  samples  of  water 
from  such  sources  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

2.  Drainage,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Apart  from  the  laying  of  new  soil  and  surface  water  sewers  in 
connection  with  the  Council’s  housing  development,  the  following 
schemes  have  been  completed:  — 

(a)  537  lin.  yards — 9in.  diameter  surface  water  sewers. 
380  lin.  yards — 6in.  diameter  soil  sewers. 

(at  Oxshott  Estate,  between  Stokesheath  Road  and  Eairoak 

Lane,  constructed  by  private  developers.)

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LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS 

A notice  under  Section  75  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  was 
served  upon  the  owner  of  a property  to  provide  a dustbin.  He 
appealed,  but  after  a careful  hearing  the  magistrates  dismissed 
the  appeal,  saying  that  each  side  must  bear  its  own  costs  as  the 
matter  was  one  of  public  importance. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  after  a notice  served  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  39  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  had  not 
been  complied  with.  At  the  hearing  the  magistrates  made  an 
order  for  the  work  to  be  done  and  awarded  the  Council  £5  5s.  Od. 
costs,  the  case  being  adjourned  for  fourteen  days.  When  the  case 
was  re-heard  the  work  had  been  done,  and  the  magistrates  granted 
the  defendant  a conditional  discharge  on  payment  of  the  costs 
awarded  at  the  first  hearing 

Legal  proceedings  were  also  taken  in  respect  of  five  other 
properties  after  failure  to  comply  with  Abatement  Notices  served 
under  Section  93  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  The  defendant 
failing  to  appear,  £5  5s.  Od.  costs  were  awarded  to  the  Council 
and  the  case  was  adjourned  for  21  days.  At  the  re-hearing  the 
magistrates  were  informed  that  the  whole  of  the  work,  with  the 
exception  of  a few  details,  had  been  completed.  The  magistrates 
awarded  the  Council  costs  of  £4  4s.  Od.  in  the  case  of  each 
premises,  the  total  amounting  to  £21.

NOTE. — The  provisional  grades  which  are  referred  to  above 
are  those  introduced  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  They  are  based 
on  the  number  of  organisms  in  the  ice  cream  absorbing  oxygen, 
and  this  is  shown  by  the  reduction  of  colour  in  Methylene  Blue 
which  is  an  aniline  dye. 

After  incubation,  the  quicker  the  reduction  of  the  colour  the 
poorer  the  quality  of  the  ice  cream. 

The  four  grades  recommended  are  as  follows:  — 

Grade  1 (Best  quality)  time  taken  to  reduce  methylene  blue  4ihrs.  or  over. 
Grade  2 „ „ „ „ „ „ 2ihrs.  to  4hrs. 

Grade  3 „ „ „ „ „ „ ihr.  to  2hrs. 

Grade  4 „ „ „ „ „ „ 0 hrs. 

The  methylene  blue  test  does  not  indicate  the  tyj^es  of 
organisms  present,  but  shows  the  number  of  organisms  as  a whole 
present  in  the  ice  cream. 

It  could  be  said  to  show  the  bacterial  cleanliness  of  the  ice  cream.

The  marked  improvement  for  1952  is  partly  due  to  the  fact 
that  one  manufacturer,  who  had  unsatisfactory  samples  from  time 
to  time,  was  persuaded  in  July  to  discontinue  manufacture  and 
instead  to  purchase  his  ice  cream  from  a large  firm  who  specialise 
in  this  product.

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FACTORIES 

The  number  of  visits  made  under  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  was 
249,  as  follows:  — 

47  to  Bakehouses. 

202  to  other  Factory  premises. 

Seventeen  Bakehouses  have  mechanical  power  and  ten  are 
without  mechanical  power.  There  are  no  underground  bake- 
houses. 

The  number  of  factories  in  the  district  with  mechanical  power 
is  189. 

The  number  of  factories  in  the  district  without  mechanical 
power  is  54 

The  number  of  workplaces  is  48. 

The  number  of  Certificates  issued  as  to  means  of  escape  in 
case  of  fire,  as  provided  by  Section  34  of  the  Factories  Act,  1936, 
was  three. 


SHOPS  ACT,  1950

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IX.  Number  of  “ block  ” control  schemes  carried  out 
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RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS 

ACT.  1951 

The  above  Act  came  into  force  on  the  1st  November,  1951,  and 
repealed  the  Rag  Flock  Acts  of  1911  and  1928. 

Linder  the  present  Act  certain  premises  became  subject  to 
registration  or  licensing.  Premises  where  flock  is  manufactured 
are  licensed,  and  where  flock  is  stored  are  registered.  Records 
are  to  be  kept  of  licensed  and  registered  premises. 

In  addition,  the  Regulations  made  under  the  Act  present  a legal 
standard  of  cleanliness  in  respect  of  all  the  materials  used  for 
upholstery,  etc. 

There  are  no  premises  in  this  urban  district  where  flock  is 
manufactured.  It  was  found  there  were  three  premises  where  rag 
flock  or  other  filling  materials  was  stored  for  use  in  connection 
with  the  business  of  upholstery,  and  these  premises  were  registered. 

No  samples  were  taken  during  the  year. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

This  Act,  which  provides  for  a system  of  licensing  and  inspection 
by  local  authorities  of  pet  shops,  came  into  force  on  the  1st 
April,  1952. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  Act  is  the  enforcement  of  the 
Protection  of  Animals  Acts  in  their  application  to  the  business 
of  selling  pets. 

The  prescribed  fee  for  a licence  is  10/-. 

Three  applications  were  received:  — Two  from  Cobham  and  one 
from  East  Molesey,  and  in  each  instance  the  Council  decided, 
after  an  inspection  and  report,  to  grant  a licence. 

SPRAYING  PONDS  AND  DITCHES 

The  systematic  spraying  of  ponds,  ditches,  water  courses  and 
water  holes  in  the  district  with  Mosquito  Oil  has  been  carried  out 
as  in  previous  years.
